of A') tide 176 of the Constituhon of India 

Honourable Members of the Legislative Assembly, 

I •welcome you to what is almost certain to be oui last session at 
Kurnool. As Honom able Members doubtless know, the States Reoiga- 
nii^ation Bill is before Parliament and is evpected to become law shoitU 
The report of the States Reorganization Commission was considered }>v 
this House, and ifcs recommendations -were forwarded to the rjo\crnment 
of India. The Government of India have decided on the immediate 
merger of Telangana with Andhra and, as afe present contemplated, the 
enlarged Andhra Pradesh State will come into eMstence on the 1st Octo- 
ber with its Capital at Hyderabad The formation of Andhia Pradesh 
marks the culmination of the long cherished aspirations of Telugu- speak- 
ing people for a single State for their linguistic region within the Union 
of India The first step towards this goal was tiken in October 105?) 
when the Telugu-speaking districts of Madras became our present Staten 
and its logical conclusion will soon follow wdth the union of the Tcliign 
areas of Hvdeiadad State m the new State of Anclhui Pradesh The en- 
larged State will be one of the largest m India, and we ma-v all look for- 
to its becoming one of the most progressne and impoitant units m 
oui Republic 

Negotiations have talcen place between the leaders of pul^ihc opini- 
on in Andhra and Telangana, including Mmisteis of botli States, legaid- 
mg Some inteimi measures w^hich may be needed to gne the people of 
lelangana a greater sense of confidence regarding their future m the 
Enlarged State These discussions ha\e assumed some definite shape wiili 
P'^rticular reference to the constitution and functions of the proposed 
Regional Committee for the Telangan area, and the mam points are set 
foith m a note eN plaining the course of action to be taken bv the Home 
^Mim^tr> of the Go\ eminent ol India

Our Government aie taking all necessaiv steps m consultation 
'^ith the Government of Hyderabad foi the smooth integration of Telan- 
gana with Andhra on the appointed day The representatives ol the two 
Governments recently met at Hyderabad and consideied the question of 
provision of suitable accommodation, office as well as residential at 
Hyderabad. The exisUng Secretariat building at Hyderabad is utterly 
inadequate for the Secret"* nat of the enlarged State, and the present 
Legislative Assembly building is also too inconvenient foi a House of BOX 
Members Thus new buildings for the Secretariat and the Legislature will 
have to be constructed m due course, and additional accommodation, office 
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and residential, will also be needed for the various Heads of Departments 
and their «tafts It is anticipated that these building programmes may 
cost in all about Rs 2 50 crores, and the question of making suitable 
piovision m our Second Fue-Year Plan for this amount has been taken 
Up uith the Planning Commission. Foi the present, however, the 
immediate constuiction progiamme is to be limited to the provision of 
1 100 staff quarteis, an additional hostel foi legislatois and additions 
and alterations to the present Secietariat and Legislative Assembly build- 
ings This will make it possible to carr\ on business from the appointed 
day for some time until the constr-uction of new buildings is taken up 
The immediate programme is estimated to cost about Rs. 87 lakhs, of 
which the amount needed during the current vear will be of the order of 
about Rs 75 lakhs The Government of Hyderabad and our Government 
ha\ e addressed the Government of India for a Central loan of Rs /5 
lakhs, and we expect that this loan will be gi anted almost immediately 
Some emergency arrangemeuts are proposed for housing the Secretariat 
staff and the Legislatois till new buildings aie ready which will be 
about April 1957 

Awl kra“ Madras Border Isw I mustrefei m this connexion to 
the efforts made by our Government m regard to the settlement of the 
Andhra-Madias border by mutual agreement Honourable Members aie 
aw^are that m November 1955, there was an Intel -State Conference at 
Madras between the tw^o Governments when an attempt was made to 
settle the problem by mutual discussion Unfortunately, hill agreement 
could not be reached at that conference The question of a general reor- 
gani/ation of States has since come up, and the enlarged State of Andhra 
Piadesh will have similar issues to face, not only on the Madras border » 
but also on the holders of all neighbouring States like Onssa, Madhva- 
Pradesh, and the proposed bilmgiuil State of Bombay It would 

be difficult to justify the settlement of the "Madias- Andhra boandaiy alone 
if the basis of that settlement is not also applicable to the other borders 
of this State, either now oi on reorganization. Oui Government are*^ 
therefore, convinced that before the settlement of the Madras Andhra 
boundary is taken up it is desirable for the Government of India to for- 
mulate unif on n pi inciples which may then be made applicable to the 
settlement of all boundary issuses, existing oi arising, betw^een the States 
in our country They have accordingly com eyed their views to the 
Government of India and the Madras Government, We hope that all 
such issues will soon be settled with mutual goodwill on the basis of uni- 
form principles and that we may look forward to the closest co-operation 
wnlh our neighbouring States m the working of the Zoml Council and 
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the implementation of the Second Five-Year Plan for the Southern 
Region. 

SeasOftial condthon and prtce trends^ The seasonal conditions 
have been fairly good till recently, but owing to unusually heavy lains m 
the Coastal districts during July 1956, extensive areas with standing crops 
have been submerged Government are taking appropriate flood pro- 
tection and relief measures wherever necessary In this connection I am 
sure the Hon. Members would be glad to know that the water level in 
the Godavari is falling and we need ha\e no appiehension tlieie 

The prices of rice and other important food-stufta ha\e been 
registering a gradual upward trend since March 1956 The present pne e 
evels are only slightly higher than the prices in 1958-54, though much 
higher than m 1955 Government are watching the situation with care 
with a view to take relief measures, if and when called for 

Fi/rst Ft'oe-Year Plan, The First Five Year Plan has ended, and 
the Second Plan is now befoie the country for execution This is thus 
an occasion for an assessment of the past and a call for the futiiie As 
Honourable Members are aware, our State came into being in the middle 
of the First Plan period As an infant State, it had to face various han- 
dicaps and overcome several hurdles Notwithstanding these difficulties 
it IS gratifying to note that the State has done well, and the people 
bv and large have become largely plan-mmded The Fust Five ear 
Plan as finally approved by the Planning Commission was ot the ouler 
of Rs, 64.32 crores and a sum of Rs 64 56 crores or about 100*40 pe 
cent was actually spent. Tliere was a marked increase m the plan expen- 
diture after the formation of Andhra State, A maximum expendituie 
of Rs 15 67 crores was recorded during the final year of the plan, i e 
daring 1955-56 The impact of the agricultural and irrigation programmes 
of the first plan is largely noticeable m the agricultural production 
and land utilization of the State The total cropped area of the State 
has risen from 178.83 lakhs of acres at the beginning of the plan to about 
183 70 lakhs of acres in 1953-54, which is the latest yeai for which 
figures are available But I am sure when the figures at the end of the 
plan period are available, it will be seen that these figures are higher 
than those of 1953-54, The production of ceieals has also gone up from 
30 7b lakhs of tons at the beginning of the plan to about 39 34 lakhs of 
tons at the end of the plan, as a result, from other things, of the use of 
improved seeds, the application of manures and fertilisers and the adoption 
of better techniques* Likewise, the production of cotton has also increased 
by about 14,000 bales Major and medium irrigation projects of the State 
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hi ought an extent of aboull 30 lakhs of acres undei iriigation The pro- 
gress made under power piojecls is noteworthy The installed capacity 
in the State which yas 21,400 K W at th« beginning of the plan has 
iisen to 62,200 K W by its end. As many as 681 villages and towns 
have also been electrified as against 205 at the commencement of the plan 

Second Five Year Plan The si7e of our Second Plan has been 
iixed at Rs 118 97 ciores, and m implementing the plan there is, as Hon 
Members are awaie one veiy serious limiting factor — our inadequate 
financial resources, both revenue and capital It has been found possi- 
ble to provide only Rs 19 crores foi the cm rent year’s programme i e 
for the first year’s programme The balance of the remaining Rs 100 crores 
will therefoie hav^e to be found in the subsequent four \ears The resour- 
ces at sight taking into account the several financial measures already 
taken and immediateh un Is*" contemplation wall not be sufficient to meet 
the abov e demand during th'' next fom veaisot tlie plan peiiod. If the 
jdan IS to be fully implemented, and I am,^sure that this House wants 
tliat this plan must be iniplemenfced, new souices of leveiiue have got to 
be tapped, and I feel confident that the people will enthusiastically co- 
operate with our Governmmt m canning Owit such measures as may be- 
come inevitable foi the successful implementation of the Plan. The 
Government of India hav’^e appointed a Finance Commissian under 
Ailicle 280 (1) of the Constitution of India to go into the question of 
distribution between the Union anl the States of the divisible sources of 
rev^enue and their inter State allocation The commission began its 
work some time ago, and v\e hav»^e already submitted memoranda to it on 
the distubiilion of Incometax and Cential excise duties and certain 
othei matteis I am sure Honouiable Members will share mv' hope that 
the Commission will consiiei the gi owing financial burden devolving on 
the States in India as a result of the Seconi Fn^'e-Yaai Plan and that its 
recommendations will not only add substantiallv to the levenues of the 
States but vvill also take speciil note of the needs of under-developed 
States like the enlarged vState of \iidhra Piadash 

State Loan The Ihulget Estimates tor 1956-57 provisionally 
took credit for a sum of Rs 6 00 ciores as proceeds of the open market 
loan to be floated lU the cuirent yeai The terms of the loan 
I understand will be announced in a few da3^s I appeal to all 
classes of the people of the State to inv est as ntuch as possible m the 
State loan, and thus help the Government m implementing the several 
development schemes included m the Second Five Year Plan. 
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Coimminity Dtvelopment Pjogramwe. Since Aoiil 1955, the 
Conunimity Development movement in the State hns made steady progress 
and continues to make «teadv progress. Twentv-two National Exten- 
sion Service Blocks have been con\erted into Commimitv Development 
Blocks, and twenty-six new National Extension SerMce Blocks have 
been inaugurated. Today the Community Development programme in 
the State comprises two Community Projects, twenty four Community 
Development Blocks and thirty one National Extension Service Blocks 
spread over an area of 15,447 square miles covering 4,551 \illages with a 
total population of about 53 lakhs. Twenty more National Extension 
Service Blocks have just been allotted and will be in operation in another 
three weeks. By the end of the Second Flan the whole State will be co- 
V ered with 303 blocks 

During the year 1955-56, a pilot project foi the intensive develop- 
ment of Cottage Industries was started m the Kakinada Peddapiiram 
Project area with a view to better the lot of the women and children in 
rural areas, two pilot projects for this purpose were launched in the two 
Community Projects of the State • 

A programme for the intensive development of the Agency areas 
M an estimated cost of Rs. 27 lakhs for each multi-purpose project, m 
which is included also a National Extension Service Block, has *ilso 
been finalized, and two such multi-purpose projects along with National 
Extension Service Blocks in these two areas, will be started shoitly 

Having seen the Community Development Programme at work in 
several districts,! am m a position to testifj personally that on the whole, 
we have good reasons to be satisfied with the progress that has l>een achi- 
eved There is of course no room for complacency, and all of us have to 
work ceaselessly and with zeal and energy. An amount of Rs. 223 80 
lakhs was spent up to May 1956 and it may be noted here that the 
people voluntarily contributed Rs* 187.72 lakhs m the shape of cash* 
kind and labour 

People’s co-operation is of vital importance to the successful 
implementation of the progranime, which is m fact a people’s programme 
to be earned out with the help of Government The more our people 
realize this, the greater will be the progress achieved. Aided self-help, 
mutual co-operation and voluntary assistance for the common good of the 
village are the three basic principles behind Community Development, and 
Eese have to be sedulously fostered and practised. 
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Village Leadeis are vital in bringing about the change in outlook 
contemplated m the Community De\elopment Piogramme In order to 
achieve this objective, a «^heme for training village leaders has been 
sanctiond, and a Director of Village Leaders Training has been appointed 
ioi this purpose It is hoped that people will take to the scheme enthusia-

Programme we did very well during 1955-56 Against a Cential Grant of 
Rs 66 0 lakhs, a sum of Rs 58.33 lakhs was spent during the year The 
grant earned w^as thus 88 4 per cent of the allotment, while it was Rs. 
11 1 lakhs or 32 7 per cent in 1954-55 and Rs 73,900 or 5 1 per cent m 
1958-54 As a pre-extension stage, this programme has been so organised 
as to prepare the people for the National Extension Service wThich is 
expected to coxer the whole State by the end of the Second Five-Year 
Plan.

For years the people of Srikakulam have 
been yearning for harnessing the waters of the Vamsadhra, During 
discussions held by our Deputy Chief Minister with the Chief Minister and 
the Deputy Minister, Works, Orissa at Bhuvaneswar on the 7th July 1956, 
an agreement was reached tor the-construction of a Reservoir at Gotta. 
Both the Go\einraenls have also agreed to investigate the feasibility of 
executing the Gangudu Project (otherwise also known as Sunanoi) and the 
bridge cz^fv^regulator at Godikol near Gunupur When these works take 
shape the complaint that Srikakulam district is neglected should largely 
disappear.

In Respect ot the work 
on the Krishna barrage, Rallapad, Ruinool Ciidaapah Canal and other 
projects, continued progress w’as hampered by lack of iron, steel and 
cement The untimelv rams m Md> also retarded the work in some

Machkimd Pi oject The first generating unit was commissioned 
and the transmission of powar to the Andhra Transmission System was 
inaugurated by the President of India at Visakhapatnam on 19th August 
1955 The second and third units have also since been commissioned on 
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12tli Decembei 1955 and 22nd Juns 1956, lespsctively, and put into 
commeicial use. Orders have been placed for the fourth and fifth units, 
and the estimate for the sixth and the last unit has been sanctioned by

Upcler this sf heme, 
the Government of India will grant loans to the Slate Government foi the 
purpose of re- loaning to small-scale concerns at the concessiorul interest 
rate of per cent to industrial co operatives and at B per cent m othei 
cases Loans will be granted to applicants ud to 75 per cent ot the set lu ilv

The Government of India haye, on the recommendation of the 
Small-Scale Industries Board, decided to start a net work of Industriiil 
Estates in the country, and it is proposed to establish during the curieut 
year one such Industrial Estate at Visakhapatnam with cential assistance. 

Eighteen schemes have been sanctioned for the dev elopment of small- 
scale industries at an estimated cost of Rs 25 10 lakhs for implementation 
with central assistance during the current year. 

Cottage IndiiBti les Schemes relating to coir, bamboo and basket- 
making, matches, wooden toys, tanning and leather and kalamkan printing 
have also been sanctioned for execution dming the current year. The total 
cost of all the schemes to be inclined duimg the current year is estimated 
at Rs. 1.96,500. 

Nine schemes, six for non- Agency areas m the State and three foi

Handloom Industry In order to develop the handloom industry in 
the State, the Go\ernment of India sanctioned amounts aggregating Rs 
14:5 22 lakhs up to 31st Maich 1956 as the State Government’s share from 
the Handloom Cess Fund Out of this amount, Rs 138,68 iakhs have 
been spent till the end of March 1956 For the current year schemes cost- 
ing Rs 137 43 lakhs have been fonvarded to the All-India Handloom 
Board for sanction. The schemes cover various aspects of the industry 
and are mainly designed to impiove the condition of the handloom weavers 
and give a hlhp to the industry* The concession of rebate on sales of

Secondar i/ Education — Opemnc/ of Ncin Seconchti y Sc^iools Under 
the first year’s programme of the Second Five-Year Plan, proMSion has 
been made for the enlargement of the educational facilities for pupils of the 
11-14 and I4T7 age-groups during 1956 57 by opening 29 new middle and 
secondary schools of the ordinary type, besides additional forms and sections 
in 27 secondary schools. In order to encourage the study of Sanskrit, 11 
new oriental middle schools have also been permitted to be opened during 
this year 

El ec Erl ((Cation nj) to III Foi m Our Goveinment have also issued 
the following orders for nroyidmg free education up to the III Form in the 
secondary schools ?n the State - 

(i) No school fees* shall be lexied from pupils of Form I from the 
school ^ear 1956 57 onwards, 

(it) No fees shall be collected from pupils of Form II from 1957-58 
and from pupils of Form III from 1958 59 onwards. 

(hi) Girls belonging to Forms I to III will, how’^ever, be exempted 
from the pa\Tnent of school fees even from the current school year, i e , 
1956-67 

Training of Teachei s The following measures have been 
sanctioned to improve the efficiency of training schools — 

(a) Conversion of all elementary grade training schools (except a 
few to serve the interests of backward classes) into secondary grade train- 
ing institutions 
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(2?) Prescuption of higher educational qualification foi addniissions 
to the course 

(e) Stalling of one ^ ear training course particularly for candidates 
possessing higher educational qualifications 

Text-Bools Pending the establishment of a statutory corporation 
for the prescriDtion and publication of text-books, our Government ha\ e 
decided for the piesent to constitute an ad hoc committee for selecting text 
books for use during 1957-58 in elementary schools under the control of the 
district boards and mum cipali ties

TecJut^cal Educahon 

(1) Polytechnics To cope with the increased demand toi technical 
personnel required m connection with the implementation of several schemes 
envisaged in the Second Five-Year Plan, it has been decided to open two 
new Polytechnics during the plan period One of the two new Polytechnics 
will be started at Visakhapalnam during the academic year 1956 57 and the 
othei subsequently m Rayalaseema 

(2) Animal Ilushandr y In view of the impending reorgini/alion 
of States, it has been decided to continue the Second Yeai B \ Sc Coutse 
in the Andhra Veterinary College temporarily at Bapatla itself with fiesh 
admissions to the First Year Course, and take up the question ot the 
parmanent location of the College later The Livestock Inspectois’ course 
at the Government Dairy Farm, Hanumanthawaka, which was reorganized 
in^o a two vears Intermediate Emeigencv Velennar\ Course is being 
continued this vear also

(3) Thud ^[edical College at Kurnool Our GovernmenL have 
decided to open a third medical college at Kuinool, and steps have been 
taken to implement the decision Fifty students intended for the Kurnool 
College for I956.f57 will undergo their M» BBS course m the Guntur 
Medical College, Guntur Rupees 3 00 lakhs have already been sanctioned 
for the purchase of equipment, etc , for the new college, and a Special 
Officer IS now at Kurnool working out the details. 

Imjyr Clements to Government Hospitals ^ etc , in the State The 
medical facilities in the State are admittedly inadequate, but their large- 
‘^cale improvement entails large recurring expenditure beyond our present 
resources Nevertheless, some provision has been made m the plan for 



improving medical relief in the State. Impio\ements b\ Avav of additional 
buildings, increase of bed strength, employment of staff, etc., have been 
made m the King George Hospital, Visakhapatnam, General Hospital, Kur- 
nool, and the Headquarters Hospitals at Cuddapah and Eluru. Proposals for 
shifting the Anantapur Hospital from its present site and constructing new 
buildings for it and providing dispensaries in all revenue firkas which are at 
present not served bv medical institutions are under active consideration. 
Some philanthropic gentlemen have come forward in certain places with 
donations for improving the existing medical facilities in the State 
Donations for the construction of a Pediatric ward in the Government 
General Hospital, Guntur and additional buildings in the Go\ernment Wel- 
fare Fund T B Hospital, Nellore and the Got ernment Hospital, Gudur, 
were gratefully accented by our Government. It is hoped that more such 
donations will be forthcoming. 

It IS proposed to op^n 55 Pnmarv Health Centres in the National 
Extension Scheme Blocks of the State during the Second Five-Year Plan 
period. The medical and public health plan aims at the promotion of 
positive health among the people more particulailv those in the rural areas 
who have not been adequately served by medical services both preventive 
and curative. 

Encouragement of Ayufieda and Homoeopathy At present the 
practitioners of Ayurveda and other indigenous systems of medicine are 
being registeied by the Central Board of Indigenous Medicine, Madras, 
This Board is not a statutory one The practitioners of Prakriti and 
Homoeopath> are not being registered by the above Board, as these svs* 
terns have not been recognised m this State 

There has been agitation from the practitioners and associations of 
Ayurveda and other indigenous systems and ot Homoeopathy to give them 
statutoiy recognition The Expeit Committees appointed bv* our Govern- 
ment for preparing schemes foi the popularization of Ayurveda^ Siddha, 
Unani and Homoeopath) have also made certain recommendations m this 
regard. In pursuance of the recommendations of the Committees and in 
view of the fact that the Praki iti system of treatment is already in vogue 
in this State, we have decided to enact a common piece of legislation for 
the registration of the practitioners, pharmacies, etc., of Ayurveda (includ- 
ing in that term 'Ayurveda’ all indigenous systems) as well as Homoeopathy 
in the State it is pioposed to introduce necessary legislation in the ensp- 
mg session of the Assembly 

Urban Water -supply and Drainage Schmie" Under the First 
Five-Year Plan, improvements to nine existing protetted waterrsupply 



schemes in municipalities and m urban pancbayat areas Tfvere taken up be- 
sides eight new water-supply schemes and two mumcipal drainage schemes 
Of the seventeen schemes for water-supply, one has been completed during 
the First Five-Year Plan period, and the remaining sixteen schemes are 
being continued in the Second Five-Year Plan 

The most imoortant water-supply scheme is the new Gosthani 
scheme at Visakhapatnam which is estimated to cost Rs 116 lakhs. It is 
designed to serve the Municipality, the Railway, the Port and the Defence 
establishments at Visakhapatnam The scheme is likely to be completed 
by the end of 1956 so that supply of water to the Caltex Refineries may 
commence by the 1st January 1957. 

Of the three drainage schemes included in First Five-Year Plan, the 
one at \ isakhapatnam (a partial drainage scheme) has been completed 
The Vijavavada Drainage Scheme is under execution. The Eliiru Drainage 
Scheme is now sanctioned and it will be taken up during the cunent Year, 

National Water-supply and Sanitation Sclieirie. The National 
Water supply and Sanitation Scheme for rural areas sponsored bv the 
Government of India contemplates provision of water-supply with the 
minimum standards of protection from contamination proceeding ^ide by 
side with the improvement m rural sanitation. Central assistance ioi the 
scheme will be in the form of out-nght giants equal to one half ot the cost 
of each approved scheme, the other half being borne by the State Govtm- 
ments through contributions by the villagers, local bodies and from State 
revenues The scheme is now in operation in four units. An amount ot 
Rs 95 lakhs has been provided m the Second Five-Year Plan for extending 
the amenities under the Scheme to four more districts 

Administration of MuntcipahUeh The Guntur and Vijayavada 
Municipal Councils have been superseded for a period of one vear with 
efTedt from 22nd June 1966 because of their incompetence and persistent 
default m performing the duties imposed on them by law and their irreaponsi 
bility m financial and other matters. 

Elections ie Municipal Councils and Fanchayats Of the Municipal 
Councils in the State, elections have been completed during June 1966 m 
respect of 32 municipal councils. Elections could nor be completed for 
the Chirala Municipal Council on account of stay orders of the High Court 
and it has had to be placed under a Special Oflicer, Elections were not 
held for the Vijayavada and Guntur MunrcipaJ pouncxls as they had been 
superseded.

llecoyisHtution of District Boards The distuct boards continue to 
be under the Collectors as Special Officers These Special Officers ha\ e 
recently been given the assistance of advisory Committees. The question 
of the manner in which the district boards should be reconstituted has been 
engaging the attention of our Government 

Sales Tax Bnquii y Gom'imttee, In December last, our Government 
constituted a sales Tax Enquiry Committee to enquire into and report on 
the admmistiation of the Sales Tax Law with particular reference to the 
problem of evasion of tax and also to suggest measures for increasing the 
revenues of the State from this source The report of the Committee was 
received by^us at the end of May this a ear Printed copies of the Com- 
mittee’s report have been suophed to Honourable Members. I , take this 
opportunity of expressing the appreciation of our Government of the labours 
of the Chairman and Membeis of the Committee 

One of the mam recommendations of the Committee is the introduc- 
tion of a single-point tax in respect of certain articles like groundnut, jaggery, 
iron ore, cloth, etc., m place of the existing multi-point tax The Com- 
mittee has also suggested certain measures for checking evasion of tax 
The recommendations of the Committee have been considered bv us. It 
IS proposed to bring in legislation during this session for giving effect to 
the principal recommendations of the Committee 

Lafid Deforms Since my last address, the Amlhia Land Reforms 
Committee has submitted its Report. I would like to place on record the 
appreciation of our Government of the great trouble taken bv the Committee 
and of its very useful repoit It was apprehended that existing tenants 
might be dispossessed of the lands in their occupation in anticipation of 
legislation which may follow in pursuance of the Committee's recommenda- 
tions and we took the view that such a course of action should be prevented. 
As the Assembly was not in session, I promulgated the Andhra Cultivating 
Tenants’ Protection Ordinance, 1956, in order to protect the existing 
tenants from unjust eviction It is proposed to replace the Ordinance by 
more permanent measures of tenancv refoim. ^ 

We have also decided to undertake legislation for the conversion of 
all mam lands into rj^otwari tenure and for the conferment of occuisancy 
tights on certain class?es of imm tenants. 



Erf or cement of ^roUMien Work relating to the enfoi cement of 
orohibition has been entrusted to the Police Department throughout the 
State from 15th January 1956 with a view to see that the Prohibition 
Law IS more effectively administered. 

PoUct Housing. During the last Bridget session, many Honourable 
Members evinced keen interest m the proper housing of police subordinates. 
We are anxious to provide suitable residential accommodation for the 
police personnel in the State By the end of 1955, the percentage of the 
police quarters to the sanctioned permanent strength of the force was 55 i 
for Sergeants and Sergeants~Ma]or, 40«4 for Sub- Inspectors, 55,6 for Head 
Constables and 55 9 tor Constables. Several building schemes for housing 
policemen have been sanctioned, and a sum of about Rs. 35 lakhs has been 
spent on police housing from 1st October 1953 onwards We have provided 
a sum of Rs 14 37 lakhs m the current year’s budget for the purpose, and 
have also recently persuaded the Central Government to grant a matching 
loan of an equal amount to undertake more schemes during the current 
financial year. \\ ith the amount already provided and the loan promised 
by the Central Government, it is proposed to undertake during the current 
fiuancial year 23 police housing schemes m various places in the State. 
We thus hope to achieve some progress m the matter ot providing satis- 
factory lesidential accommodation for policemen by the end of the yeai 

Godavari P mill ai am The Godavpn Pushkaram is one ot the 
greatest festivals m India and attracts a large numbei of pilgums from all 
parts of the country The festival occurs once m twelve veais and u&uallv 
lasts only for a fortnight. This year, however, it was celebrated for a 
month from 1st May to 2nd June 1956, as there was difference of opinion 
about the exact periods between tvim schools of astrology* and arrangements 
had, therefore, to be made to cov^^er both the periods Two Committees 
for the Bast and West Godav^an districts with the lespectiye Collectors 
as Presidents were constituted to control and supervise the general arrange- 
ments and expenditure for the festival. A grant of Rs 75,000 and a 
repayable? advance of Rs- 25,000 to the Bast Godavari Pushkaram Com- 
nuttee and a grant of Rs. 25,000 to the West Godavari Pushkaram Com- 
mittee were sanctioned by our Government towards expenditure and 
sanitary arrangements, etc , for the festival. 

More than a miflion pilgrims attended the festival, and I am glad 
to jsay that the festival passed off without an outbreak of any epidemic or 
untoward mcident — thanks to the special arrangements made by the Rubhc 
Health and Police Departments. 
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MeOtBures of Legislation Our Government will, m this session, 
introduce legislation to amend the Andhra University Act, 1925, the 
Madras Devadasis {Prevention of Dedication) Act, 1947, and the Madras 
Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 1951 Legislation will 
also be introduced to provide for the proper rearing of silk worm seed so as 
10 eliminate silk worm disease and to validate certain marriages, solemnized 
bv the Registrar of Marriages, Guntur, by mistake under the old Special 

Marriages Act of 1872 instead of under the recent corresponding Act of 
1954

(S) Measures to take over the management of aided schools on a 
permanent basis and the matters relating thereto 

(4) Amendment of the Madras State Aid to Industries Act, 1922, to 
raise the limit of loans to be granted from 50 per cent to 75 per cent of the 
value of the security offered 

(5) Legislation to prevent smuggling of mica and evasion of pay- 
ment of royalty thereon to Government, by a system of licences and 
permits for controlling the possession, sale, removal and transport of 
mica. 

(6) Legislation for registration of the practitioners, pharmacies, 
etc. of Ayurveda and Homoeopathy. 

(7) Legislation for giving effect to the principal recommendations 
of the Sales Tax Enquiry Committee 

(8) Comprehensn^ amendments to the Madras, District Mumci- 
lalities Act, 1920, and the Madras Village Panchayats Act, 1950 

(9) Legislation to provide for extending the life of the Andhra 
Essential Articles Control and Requisitioning (Temporarv Powers) Act, 
1956, tor two mo^e years. 

The question of legulating money-lending and private trading and 
of scalii^ down of debts of the tribals by issue of suitable regulations is 
engaging the attention of our Government
